MURDER AND CRIME 

From the Literary Digest we take the 
following: “A FIFTEEN - YEAR - OLD 
BOY, son of a school teacher, killed u« 
policeman who ordered him out of a 
swimming pool. A sixteen-year-old boy 
son of a business man, killed the mother 
of his stepmother because she refused «> 
let him use her car to drive to church. a 
seventeen-year-old boy, from a family or 
moderate circumstances, not under-priv- 
ileged, killed one man, attacked two 
girls, and shot five Mexicans “just for 
the fun of it.” 

“An analysis of crime records of eigat 
months of the United States Bureau or 
Investigation discloses, according to the 
Associated Press, that more than 39 per 
cent of criminals fingerprinted in me 
country were under twenty-four. Nearly 
one in five of all persons arrested were 
between nineteen and twenty-one, the 
boys of nineteen holding the ranking 
position among lawbreakers of all ages. 
There were 10,926 youths of nineteen a:- 
rested, slightly more than 5 per cent or 
the total number placed under arrest. 


* * * The number under twenty arrestea 
for automobile theft was 3,066, or 41 per 
cent of the total. A little more than 10 
per cent of all arrests reported were of 
persons under nineteen. Some 500 of- 
fenses were committed by boys and girls 
not yet fifteen, the crime ranging from 
five murders to 128 thefts and 139 bur- 


glaries.

OR IN HIM dwelleth all the fulness 
EF: the Godhead bodily.” 1 John 5:7-8, 
“For there are three that bear record tu 
heaven, the FATHER, the WORD (the 
Son), and the HOLY GHOST: and these 
THREE are ONE. And there are three 
that bear witness in earth, the SPIRIT, 
and the WATER, and the BLOOD: and 
these THREE agree in ONE.” 

There are three members in the God- 
head and these three make the one Goa- 
head and not the three, one in person. 
Each member has had and is having His 
dispensation in the redemption of man, 
the ONE SALVATION, and there are 
three works in it (salvation)—justifica- 
tion by faith, sanctification through the 
blood, and the gift of the Holy Ghost, as 
there are THREE members in the one 
Godhead. 

The Father has the first dispensation, 
Gen. 5:24, “And Enoch walked with Goa: 
and he was not; for God took him. Not 
only did he walk with man, but he talk- 
ed with him. Ps. 6:2-11. “God has spox- 
en once.” Did David mean He only spoke 
one time? Indeed not! He spoke. at dif- 
ferent times. He had reference to His dis- 
pensation. After God had walked with 
man Himself then God gave His only be 
gotten Son, and not Himself again. St. 
John 3:16, “For God so loved the worlu 
that he gave his only begotten Son, tnat 
whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.” Tne 
Son (Jesus) took upon Him the dispen- 
sational power and walked and _talkeu 
with man and plainly stated Himself that 
“the FATHER is GREATER than I,” St. 
John 14:28, “Rejoice, because I said, I g» 
unto the Father: for my Father is grea- 
er than I (Jesus).” How do we know He 
had the dispensational power? For we 
read in Marx 28:18, “And Jesus came 
and spake unto them, saying, All power 
is given unto me in heaven and tm 
earth.” This again proves that there rs 
someone else in the Godhead besides the 
Son, because this power was’ given tu 
Him and if it was given to Him, there 
had to be a GIVER, of course, which was 
God the FATHER. In the same chapte: 
where He said, “Rejoice, because I will 
pray the Father and He (the giver) will 
give you ANOTHER comforter,” fe 
third member of the Godhead, for there 
are three that bear record in Heaven. 

We are now living in the Holy Ghost 
dispensation. St. John 16:7-9, “Nevertnhe- 
less, I tell you the truth; it is expedient 
for you that I go away: for if I go not 
away, the Comforter will not come unto 
you; but if I depart, I will send him un- 
to you.” (Note that for the Comforter to 
come, Jesus had to leave this world ac- 
cording to His own words). “And when 
he is come, he will reprove the world or 
sin.” This proves the Holy Ghost’s dis- 
pensational power, for He is to reprove 
the world of sin. Also we find where Paur

was forbidden by the Holy Ghost w 
preach the gospel in Asia. Acts 16:6. This 
also proves that He (Holy Ghost) haa 
the dispensational power. Also He speaks 
for Himself and is a great teacher. st. 
John 14:26. But some will say, “In him 
(Christ) dwelleth the fulness of the Goa- 
head bodily.” This is easy to be under- 
stood without any contradiction whatso- 
ever for Paul tells us in Heb. 1:13 thai 
the Son (Jesus) is the express image or 
the person of His FATHER, therefore, 
just alike, and the Father gave Him ail 
power, Matt. 28:18. “And he (Jesus) was 
filled with the Holy Ghost,” Luke 4:1, so 
He, the express image of His Father, anc 
He, (Jesus) the second member in the 
Godhead, having all power and being fur: 
of the Holy Ghost, brought to us the ful- 
ness of the Godhead embodied in Him. 
THE BIBLE ONENESS 

And these three are one. Did He mean 
one in personality? No indeed, but the 
three are one Godhead; the three are one 
in agreement, as man and wife are, or 
should be. In Matt. 19:5, 6 Jesus said 
that the man and wife are no more twarn 
but ONE FLESH. Did He mean that they 
were one in person? No indeed, but one 
in agreement, . making the one _ family- 
head. Man and wife are absolutely two 
in person for they can’ be a thousand 
miles from each other. And _ likew'se, 
when Jesus was here on earth the Fathe: 
was in Heaven. Jesus teaching His dis- 
ciples how to pray, said to pray after 
this manner, “Our Father which art in 
heaven,” Matt. 6:9, and, “I go unto my 
Father,” ete., 1 Tim. 2:5, “For there is 
ONE GOD, and ONE MEDIATOR BE- 
TWEEN GOD AND MEN, the man 
CHRIST JESUS.” We find in 1st John 
2:1, “My little children, these things I 
write unto you, that you sin not, and if 
any man sin, we have an ADVOCA‘’:. 
with the FATHER, Jesus Christ the 
righteous.” An advocate is one whw 
pleads the cause of another, so Jesus 
stands BETWEEN us and GOD to plead 
our cause (Mediator). 

In St. John 17:11 Jesus prayed that 
His peopie should be one as He and Bis 
Father are one—‘one, as we are.” Did 
He mean for all of His followers to be 
one in person? No indeed! Someone will 
say that we can’t be one as He and the 
Father are one. Well we may say then 
that Jesus prayed in vain, for Jesus pray- 
ed for us to be one just as He and tne 
Father are one. How can we be one? On: 
in fellowship and agreement just as the 
Father and Son are one. They agree in 
the one Godhead. Eph. 4:4-6, “There is 
one body, and one spirit, even as ye are 
called in one hope of your calling; one 
Lord, one faith, one baptism, one God anu 
the Father of us all, who is above all and 
through all, and in you all.” One Spirit! 
Is there just one spirit and no more? 


No, for there are seven spirits of Goa. 
Rev. 4:5; Rev. 5:6. What did He mean 
by saying one spirit? He had reference 
to the Holy Ghost, which is a person, 
and the third member of the Godheaa 
which is always referred to in the Bible 
as He or Him, proving His (Holy Ghost) 
personality. One body! Is the body one 
person? No. Paul plainly tells us in 1 Cor. 
12:12, “But the body is ONE and hath 
MANY MEMBERS.” One Lord! Is it just 
“one Lord” and no more? No. After he 
said “one Lord” then he said “one Gow. 
Then who is the one Lord? He is the me- 
diator BETWEEN God and man, the man 
Christ. One God! Who is the one Goda: 
He is the Father of us ALL, the Creatcr, 
even the Father of JESUS Himself. He 
often said, “My Father,” who is above 
all, the Supreme Ruler. Jesus acknow!- 
edged this Himself when He said, “My 
Father is GREATER than I, and I can 
of MYSELF do nothing.” 

St. John 4:30, “But the Father’ thar 
dwelleth in me he doeth the works.” As 
the Father dwelleth in Jesus so Jesus 
dwells in us. St. John 15:5, “I am tne 
vine (Jesus), ye are the branches. He 
that abideth in me, and I in him, tne 
same bringeth forth much fruit: fo: 
without me ye can do nothing,” and just 
as Paul said, Gal. 2:20, speaking of living 
a good life, “Yet not I, but Christ that 
liveth in me,” who was” greater than 
Paul. Some will say, What about St. 
John 14:9, 10, “I am in the Father ana 
the Father in me, and he that hath seen 
me hath seen the Father”? This is eas; 
to be understood. Remember the writer 
of Hebrews tells us that the Son is the 
express image of His person (the Fa- 
ther), then we should not wonder at Him 
when He said, “He that hath seen m- 
hath seen the Father,” being the express 
image of His Father, just alike. 

Some will say, What about Isaiah 9:06 
where Isaiah was speaking of the Son pe- 
ing the mighty God, the everlasting Fa- 
ther? Let us notice the whole verse as 
it is—‘For unto us a child is born.” 

lst. Before a child can’ be born he 
must be begotten, so let us see who begor 
the Son. Psalm 2:7, “I will declare tne 
decree: the Lord hath said unto me,Thou 
ait my son; this day have I begotten 
thee” (Jesus). Acts 13:33, “God hath fur 
filied the same unto us their children, tn 
that he (God) hath raised up JESUS 
again; as it is also written in the second 
Psalm, Thou art my son, this day have 
I begotten thee.” Did David and Paul say 
that the Son bcgot Himself? No, but the 
God who raised Him up from the dead, 
so He was begotten by God, His Father. 
“Unto us a Son is given.” We must re- 
member there has to be a Father in ord- 
er to be a Son, and a Son in order to he 
a Father. We also note that the Son is a 
gift to us, and if He is a gift, there must 
be a Giver, who, of course, is the Father 
who begot Him.

GO YE INTO 


Faint, Yet Pursuing 
In Maine 


EAR Evangel readers, greetings in 
our blessed Redeemer’s name! I 


have been desiring for sometime to write 
to- you concerning the work in Maine, but’ 
have been hindered for several reasons, 
so I will try at this time. 

There is truly much to be done here 
and I’m quite sure you will learn after 
reading this article that “consecrated 
workers only” are needed. Last August 
1st Sisters N. Ruth (Hagewood) Bowles, 
Vivian Haworth and Goldie Banks en- 
tered a revival campaign in Augusta. 
About two weeks later I joined their 
number, all of us being directed of the 
Lord. This campaign lasted about five 
weeks. God was truly in our midst. We 
had a large dance hall but somebody 
leased the hall for fall and winter 
months before we entered so we were 
obliged to find another mission. We had 
another place in view, but the enemy 
cheated us out of this one. We were al- 
most heartbroken over this as_ the at- 
tendance was so large and many seemed 
interested. We could find no other suit- 
able place available in the city so we 
four workers and our state overseer and 
wife, Brother and Sister H. W. Poteat, 
called upon God until He heard and 2n- 
swered and opened up a mission about 
two miles from Augusta in the village 
of Hallowell. 

Just after we moved to this village 
Sister Bowles and our state overseer and 
wife started toward the south to the 
General Assembly, visiting churches on 
their way. Sisters Banks, Haworth and 
myself were left in charge of the work 
in Hallowell. We truly had a real mis- 
sionary experience there but we remem- 
bered the song we used to sing when a 
little girl while attending Sunday School 
in the state of Pennsylvania. It was this, 
“If Jesus goes with me I’ll go anywhere.” 
Little did we realize then that some day 
He would require us to do Home Mis- 
sionary work in the state of Maine, but 
thank God, He has put the “Go ye” into 
our souls and by His grace we mean to 
sing the song from our hearts now and 
do as we sing. We remember Jesus said, 
“Go ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel.” Mark 16:15. Surely tbis In- 
cludes the state of Maine and all other 
northern states and He didn’t say “Go 
and seek pleasant places,” but “Go and 
preach.” “But,” you say, “He spoke this 
to the disciples.” Well, I am quite sure 
He expects us as His disciples today to 
follow in their footsteps taking all unex- 
plored fields for Him. 

We find in Matt. 16:24 that this is the 
way of self-denial. I wonder how many of 
us are truly denying ourselves very much

for Him today. Oh, for more of the spir- 
it of self-denial in my own soul! There 
are so many in need and so few who are 
willing to stand in the hard places. 

I want to give you just a tiny glimpse 
into the work here. Our workers are tru- 
ly walking by faith, sometimes going 
very scantily in the necessities of this life, 
not knowing a soul in these new fields, 
simply trusting God to make a way and 
supply the necessary food, furniture, etc. 
as He directs us from one city to an- 
oiher, It was truly a step of faith when 
We went to Hallowell, Me. We moved in- 
to an o!d building which had formerly 
been an undertaking establishment. We 
had to carry our water from the cellar 
and when it rained the water just 
streamed into the cellar making it very 
unpleasant, besides there was a large box 
in the cellar which looked like a rougn 
box (such as are used to put into the 
grave before the casket is lowered) only 
it was lined with zine. Upon investiga- 
tion we discovered this box was partly 
filled with something which resembled 
blood and smelled like embalming fluid. 
Upon being emptied this left an odor 
(very unpleasant) in the house. This Is 
only part of our experience there. We 
suffered some from cold as the house 
was very large and we had _ neither 
enough fuel or stoves to heat the build- 
ing; but thank God we had Jesus and this 
meant everything to us. We spent many 
happy hours in His presence tho’ weak 
in body and many times very wearisome 
when studying the Word, yet we believe 
His presence was more real than ever be- 
fore in our lives. It was here we learn- 
ed something of the value of a soul as 
we seemingly almost entered the valley 
of the shadow of death before leaving 
this village. 

Before Sister Bowles returned from 
the Assembly I was taken ill. I had to 
be in bed one whole day and many other 
times had to lie down during the day. 
After her return I took my bed. I was 
very sick for sometime. At times I won- 
dered if I was not very near my jour- 
ney’s end. How sweet it was to know if I 
should have to go that I could go being 
in the center of His will, knowing He 
had called me to Maine and I had obey- 
ed. This is my whole desire—to be ever 
in the center of His will. 

God kept dealing with us while in Hal- 
lowell to return to Augusta so when the 
workers returned they searched for a 
place in Augusta again. Finally after a 
long search they found a hall, not near 
large enough to accommodate the 
crowds most of the time, but seemingly 
the only place available. We had to rent 
rooms extra about one and one fourth 
miles from the mission, both rents very 
high, so this meant a real step of faith, 
but we’re standing on the promises of 
God and believe He’ll undertake in some 
way. We have to walk back and forth to

The Father, the 
Son, the Holy Ghost, holy angels, and a 
goodly number of friends are here to 
he!p me in this new and foreign work. 
And besides these, you good, humble 
members and friends of the Church of 
God are helping me and as you have had 
hope in this matter so long and had thts 
kind of work at heart, I freely come tw 
you for help for the Abaco Island. 

Allow me to tell you of a very speciai 
need which was caused by the terrible 
hurricane. A few months ago the hurri- 
cane hit this place and left these poo: 
folks in a bad shape. About one half of 
the houses on the island were’ blown 
down and the people were left without 
a place to stay and nothing to eat only 
as good hands directed of the Lord help- 
ed them. Now totell youalltheir need I 
can’t and won’t try to here, but I tell 
you one thing they need, and I want you 
to respond. Please don’t say, No. OH! 
you can’t say no on this, that is, they 
have no place to worship. We had only 
two churches on this island and one or 
them was blown to pieces and the top 
was blown off the other one. Now, dear 
ones, it is bad to have to be cared for py 
other folks or look to some one to feed 
them, but say, they are doing it. Now 
their souls have to be fed. I have been 
sent here to feed them the Word of Gou 
and we have no place to preach, so I am 
asking you to send me a good offering to 
help us get these buildings back so we 
can get to preach to them and cheer 
them along and let God bless them. On, 
will you be a blessing to them by taking 
a good offering and sending to me im 
this cause? Don’t say no, don’t say nu, 
you can’t, you can’t. Oh, can you say no? 
Just think if you had no place to go to 
listen to the Word of God. Have I any 
friends in the States who will remember 
me and help me to help these dear peo- 
ple. 

Well, I am going to the post office ev- 
ery day to get the checks and money o1- 
ders you send until I get this done, sv 
bye, bye until next week, then I'll ger 
the check and I’ll write you just how 
proud I was to get it. I’ll be seeing yon.

If you will look in the 
Minutes of the last Assembly you will 
find that it was made a ruling of the 
Assembly for the Sunday Schools 
to report their attendance each 
month to the State Superintendent. 
I believe if the pastors will instruct che 
Sunday School officials of their duvry, 
they will do better. Now it is much better 
to get in a good habit than a bad one, so 
let’s get in the habit of doing our duty at 
the right time. When a new secretary is 
appointed, let the pastor and Sunday 
School Superintendent tell the new secre- 
tary what his duties are. Let the 1. rmer 
secretary give the report blanaS to the 
one that takes his place, then the new 
one will not have to write the State Su- 


perintendent, asking for some report 
blanks. One Sunday School that had won 
the State Banner by making over 100 per 
cent increase in their attendance failed 
to get the banner because they did not 
report until about the 20th of the month 
and the banner had been awarded to a 
school making less than 100 per cent 1n- 
crease, and the same school has not yet 
reported for last month and it is now 
the 13th. What a pity that carelessness 
on the part of one caused the whoie 
school to miss the joy and _ encourage- 
ment of having the State Banner hang 
in their church for a month to the credit 
of the workers in that Sunday School! 
It would be good for the pastor with the 
superintendent and teachers to meet otf- 
ten and refresh their minds of their du- 
tics, and plan the Sunday School work 
ahead keeping something new awaiting 
the classes. The new year will soon be 
here and let us all take heed to our- 
selves and begin the year right by be- 
ing loyal in all of our duties. Below we 
will give the names of the Sunday 
Schools that have reported one or two 
times for the 4th quarter.

January 8 1933 
JESUS BEGINS HIS WORK 

Lesson Text, Mark 1:12-20. “And Itn- 
mediately the spirit driveth him into tne 
wilderness. 

“Driveth him” (Gr. Ekballei), litera:- 
ly, driveth Him forth. What a picture 
here! Leaving the world aside, like Jonn, 
He goes into the wilderness where alone 
with God He may learn His will con- 
cerning the work God has given Him tw 
do. Before Jesus enters His work He 
arms Himself in fasting and _ prayer, 
thus humiliating Himself that He might 
be clothed with divine power. Satan who 
was to be His constant opposer and an- 
tagonist must be overcome before He av- 
tually begins His ministry. True to His 
own words, “Tarry ye * * * until * * * 
endued with power from on high.” In the 
wilderness Christ and Antichrist met, 
wrestling and contending over the salva- 
tion of the human race. 

V. 13. “Forty days.” The number of 
probation; the number of years Israel 
wandered in the wilderness, Ex. 16:35; 
Ps. 95:10; the number of days and 
nights Moses was in the mount. A like 
number of days Elijah fasted, 1 Kings 
19:8. “Tempted of Satan.” No doubt ail 
that was human in Jesus underwent a 
thorough testing during this temptation. 
“With the wild beasts,” shows. the stn- 
lessness of our Lord; He dwells “with 
the wild beasts,’ with the lions, the 
wolves, the leopards and serpents of the 
desolate wilderness. He dwelt with them 
as Adam lived among them during hts 
innocence. “Angels ministered unto him.” 
From Matt. 4:11 we learn that this was 
after His temptation and victory. Bless- 
ing and exaltation could only come after 
a refusal to do evil. See Heb. 2:18; Rey. 
i he 

V. 14. “Galilee” is mentioned in Isa. 
9:1-2 as being chosen and specially @de- 
signated as the scene of divine manifes- 
tation. 

Vv. 15. “Time is fulfilled,” that is, 
time for the manifestation of the Mes- 
siah of His kingdom. The way chosen 
was to be opened by the preaching anu 
death of Jesus Christ. Conditions py 
which men may enter Messiah’s’ king- 
dom, is here based upon repentance and 
faith in His gospel. It is strikingly sign- 
ificant that when John was cast into prr- 
son Jesus immediately takes up the min- 
istry prophesied of Him by John. 

V. 16. “Simon and Andrew,” tl): 
already disciples of John (see John 1:35- 
41), are here called unto discipleship of 
the Messiah Himself, who are later 
chosen as apostles. Mark 3:13-21. 

V. 17. Only as men follow Jesus, thar 
is, into His very nature and_ spiritua: 








life, learning the secrets of obedience tw 
a divine call and will, and entering joiar- 
ly into His fellowship of sufferings aaa 
ministry, is it possible to “become fisn- 
ers of men.” 

“Straightway,” equal to imme- 
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diately; from Gr. eutheos, a servant’s 
word signifying “immediate response” to 
the will of his master. Such portrays the 
willingness with which the disciples ac- 
cepted the divine call. 

V. 19. Records the furtherance of tne 
divine selection, as with Simon and An- 
drew “His brother,” Jesus here again 
chose two brothers, “James and John,” 
relatives, among whom division was less 
likely to arise. He who was seeking vo 
establish men in brotherhood, starts In 
that direction. 

V. 20. Here, as in verse 18, there ts 
an immediate response. When God caits, 
men must answer; otherwise, God 1s 
under no obligation to answer when men 
eall unto Him. 


January 15, 1933. 
JESUS AT WORK 
Lesson Text: Mark 1:21-35. 

V. 21. “And they went into Caper- 
naum,” that is, Jesus and the four chosen 
disciples; here the elementary founda- 
tion of Christian ministers accompany 
their new leader. “Straightway on the 
sabbath day, he entered into the synza- 
gogue, and taught.” Jews which later re- 
jected Him. See Jno. 1:11. The synagogue 
is said to have been the gift of a Gen- 
tile officer, representing the union of 
Jews and Gentiles in one fold. 

V. 22. “They were astonished at His 
doctrine.” Perhaps that which caused 
greater astonishment was the presence 
of divine power and “authority.” His 
was not teaching based upon tradition 
which dwelt much upon the “mint and 
anise and cummin” of religion, but omit- 
ted “judgment, mercy and faith.” His 
was teaching based upon spiritual litle 
and holiness. 

V. 23. “And there was in their syna- 
gogue a man with an unclean spirit; ane 
he cried out.” The Greek has (en pneu- 
mati akatharto) “a man in an unclean 
spirit.” That is, the man was in the 
grasp of, and was controlled by the un- 
clean spirit. See John 5:19 where the 
construction is “en to ponaro. keltai,” 
meaning to lie in the wicked one. 
“Cried out,” using the possessed man as 
his instrument. 

V. 24. “Saying, let us alone.” Evil and 
wicxed spirits who had gained control of 
the world protested invasion of their do- 
main by Christ whom they recognized 1s 
being the “Holy One of God;” they are 
fearful of being destroyed and seem to 
thus understand the purpose of Jesus. 

V. 25. “And Jesus rebuked him, say- 
ing, Hold thy peace, and come out or 
him.” Jesus here asserted His absolute 
power over evil spirits. Here is (1) an 
evidence of Christ’s divine commission, 
(2) a proof of His good will toward men, 
(3) a declaration of the truth of the In- 
carnation—‘to destroy the works of tne 
devil.” 

V. 26. The unclean spirit “had torn 
him.” The word used for “torn” comes 
from Gr. sparasso and means “to be con- 
vulsed,” at any rate, Luke 4:35 is care- 
ful to tell us that, “when the devil hac 
thrown him down in the midst, he came 
out of him, having done him no hurt.”

V. 27. “They were all amazed: ques- 
tioning among themselves, saying, What 
thing is this? What new doctrine is this? 
for with authority he commandeth even 
the unclean spirits, and they do obey 
him.” The people do not understand Hrs 
teaching, nor do they understand tne 
situation except that He has authority 
and that “unclean spirits obey him.” 

V. 28. “Immediately his fame spread,” 
etc. This could not have been otherwise, 
such authority and exhibition of power 
would create a stir to the depths of ha- 
man excitement. 

V. 29. “They entered into the house 
of Simon and Andrew, with James ana 
John.” It would seem that this trip was 
Wisely planned of Jesus, to go to tne 
home of His chosen ones. 

V. 30. Where “Simon’s wife’s mother 
lay sick of a fever.” The country was 
said to be marshy, hence the prevalence 
of fevers of a malignant character, Here 
Jesus manifests a loving kindness in 
ministering unto the needs of His own 
disciples. 

V. 31. “He came and took her by tne 
hand, and lifted her up; and immediate- 
ly the fever left her, and she ministerea 
unto them.” Luke 4:39 says, “He stooa 
over her and rebuked the fever.” The 
healing was miraculous, as is attested ») 
her “ministering unto them,” actually 
waiting and caring for them. 

V. 32. “At even, when the sun did set.” 
It was the Sabbath day, therefore, when 
“the sun did set,” that is, after six 
o’clock, at which time the Sabbath was 
ended; they brought the sick. 

V. 33. “All the city,” ete., accords the 
amazement and interest stirred as a re- 
sult of His miraculous ministery. 

V. 34. “And he healed many that were 
sick, and cast out many devils and suffer- 
ed not the devils to speak, because they 
knew him.” Such outstanding ministry 
attests (1) proof of His divine mission, 
Messiahship, and Godhead. They were 
such as no man could have wrought with- 
out direct aid from heaven. (2) Thiy 
were such as the prophets had predicted 
of Him. Isa. 53:4; 35:5, 6. (3) They were 
wrought with an air of authority, which 
mere men cannot exhibit. 

V. 35. “And in the morning, rising 
up a great while before day, he went out, 
and departed into a solitary place, and 
there prayed.” Our Lord was here prepar- 
ing Himself for a furtherance of a min- 
sionary tour. The day was the first day 
of the week. He had no time for ejacula- 
tions over victories won, but was con- 
cerned about forthcoming victories. Many 
ministers and saints having won a vic- 
tory content themselves, and thus fail to 
pray; and while you are exulting, Satan 
is planning your defeat. One victory 
should be the beginning of another.

Son are one in person, where would ve 
the Giver? I do agree that He (Jesus) 
is the Mighty God to us, for His Father 
gave to Him all power both in Heaven 
and earth and He will raise us from the 
dead as His Father raised Him from the 
dead. Therefore, to us He is a God. 

2nd. “Everlasting Father.” He is also 
to us an everlasting Father. We note in 
Ist Cor. 15:22, “For as in Adam all die, 
even so in Christ shall all be made alive.” 
Therefore, Christ brought us back to hte 
as a Mediator between God and men. We 
also find in 1st Cor. 4:15 where Paul had 
begotten those folks thru the gospel tn 
Christ Jesus, therefore He becomes to us 
an everlasting Father just as George 
Washington is said to be the father of 
the United Siates of America. 

3rd. “Prince of Peace.” Anyone witn 
common learning or reason will acknowl- 
edge that a prince is never the supreme 
ruler, but the son of a supreme ruler, be- 
ing the son of the king, and an heir io 
the throne, so is the Son (Jesus). 

THE THREE MEMBERS 

Gen, 1:26, 27, “And God said, Let Us 
(in the plural) make man in OUR (plural 
again) image.’’ So God created man in His 
own image. Some will say, “Then why 
did God say in the 27th verse, ‘So Goa 
created man in his (singular) own im- 
age’”’? That is very easily understooa, 
when we read the first three verses of 
the 1st chapter of Hebrews and find that 
the Son is the express image of the Fa- 
ther, person, just alike. And to be the 
image of the other, God is the Father of 
us all, Eph. 4:6, also the Father of Jesus. 
He said, “My father is greater than 1.” 
Jesus is our brother thru sanctification, 
Heb. 2:11, and God is the Father of botn 
Him and us. 

The three are clearly seen in the bap- 
tism of Jesus, Luke 3:21-22. “Now when 
all the people were baptized, it came to 
pass, that Jesus also being baptized, 
and praying, (Now to whom did ne 
pray?) the heaven was opened, and tnc 
Holy Ghost descended in bodily shape 
like a dove upon him, which said, Thou 
art my beloved son; in thee I am wer 
pleased.” Here the THREE are _ plainry 
shown—Jesus being baptized, and the 
Holy Ghost descending upon Him, ana 
the Father speaking from Heaven, “Thou 
art my beloved son; in thee I am well 
pleased.” 

Now let us call Peter to the stand ana 
let him rehearse this occurrence. 2 Per. 
16:17, 18, “For we have not followea 
cunningly devised fables, when we mace 
known unto you the power and coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, but were eye- 
witnesses of his majesty. For he recetrv- 
ed from God the Father honor and glory, 
when there came such a voice to him 
(From whom did the voice come 10 


Him?) from the excellent glory. This rs 
my beloved Son, in whom I 


am wet! 
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pleased. And this voice which came fronr 
neaven we heard, when we were witn 
hum in the holy mount.” 

»ome ¢c.a.m that Jesus and the Fathe1 
are the selfsame person but acording to 
tue scriptures they cannot be one in per 
son, but one in agreement, always agree- 
ing vogether. Here are some scriptures 
that prove beyond a shadow of doubt that 
tney are not one in person. Mark 13:32, 
“But of that day and that hour knoweth 
no man, no, not the angels which are in 
heaven, NEITHER THE SON (Jesus) 
but the FATHER.” -This goes to prove 
that the Father is a separate person and 

, has «nowiedge of things that the Son 
cdovsn’t have, therefore, they cou.d not be 
tue se.f-same person. Also in Mait, 20:23, 
when the mother of the two sons came 
wv Jesus asking Him that her two sons 
be ailowed to sit one on the right and the 
other on the left hand in His kingdom, 
What was His reply? “This is not mine to 
give, but it shall be given to them for 
whom it is prepared. (Did He say of my- 
selt? No) of my Father.” 

Some will say, “Well, the scriptures 
contradict themselves.” There is no con- 
tradiction, but it is a matter of rightty 
dividing the Word of Truth. 2 Tim. 2:15. 
‘he Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost 
make the one Godhead and three in it. if 
it is not this way, there is a contradic- 
tion, for they can be one in agreement 
as taught in the scriptures, but if one in 
person the scriptures will not harmonize. 
For instance, “The Father is greater than 
I.” If they are one in person, how can He 
be greater than Himself? and “The Son 
can do nothing of himself, then He could 
do all things of His own accord. And “N» 
man, nor angels, NEITHER THE SON 
(Jesus) knoweth the day nor the hom 
when the Son of man cometh, but the 
Father.” If He is the Father Himself 
surely He would know the day and hour 
ct His coming. 

WHAT FORMULA SHOULD BE 
USED IN BAPTISM 

We should use the one that Jesus gave 
Himself. Matt. 28:19, “Go ye therefore 
and teach all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the FATHER, and _ (con- 
junction) of the SON, and of the HOLY 
GHOST.” But some will say it’s to be 
done in the name of the Lord Jesus only. 
They say that because He said in tne 
name and not names. Well if we do it 
in the name of the Lord Jesus we will 
have names just the same according to 
the scripture for we find that Jesus is « 
name and so is Lord a name. Matt. 1:21 
“Thou shalt call his NAME (singular) 
Jesus.” So that is one name, In Isa. 42:7, 
8, Isaiah in prophesying of Jesus tells us 
how He would open the blind eyes ana 
bring out the prisoners from the prison, 
etc., which He did, and plainly said, “I 
am the Lord, THAT IS MY NAME.” Alr- 
so in the New Testament, James 5:14, we 
are told to pray for the sick anointing 
them with oil in the NAME OF THE 
LORD. So Jesus is a name and Lord is a 
name, and if we use both, then we have 
used names just the same. And if we bap- 
tize in the name of the Lord Jesus ana 
do not use the Holy Ghost in the formuta, 
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then we have left out the Holy Ghost, tne 
third member for there is no scripture 
to prove that the name of the Holy Ghost 
is Jesus or Lord, neither is Jesus the 
name of the Father. 

“Some will say, “Now, we know you 
are wrong because Jesus said He came 
in His father’s name,” St. John 5:43. 
What is the thought there? The thought 
is He came in the name His Father gave 
Him. Let us see if the scriptures’ will 
prove this. St. John 17:6, “I have mani- 
fested thy name unto the man _ whicn 
thou (Father) GAVEST me (Jesus) out 
of the WORLD.” Was it the Father's 
name? No, the one He gave Him out of 
the world and not out of Heaven, just 
as He gave John his name through tne 
announcing of the angel. Jesus is an 
earthly name, for we read that in the 
Bible times there was aman by the 
name of Jesus mentioned in the Acts or 
the Apostles and also one in Col. 4:11. rt 
is reasonable to think or to believe tnar 
if the Father’s name were Jesus His Son 
would have called Him Father Jesus. 

Again some will say that the name oi 
Jesus must be used in the formula when 
baptizing. If so, then the Bible is wrong 
or fails to give a correct record of tne 
formula that the apostles used according 
to the scriptures. We read in Acts 10:48 
where the Gentiles were filled with the 
Holy Ghost. Peter commanded them vo 
be baptized in the name of the Lord, and 
Jesus was not mentioned. You might 
say, “Yes, they used it but failed to give 
a correct record.” That could be true. But 
if that be true, they are just as likely ro 
have used the Father and the Holy Ghost 
with the Son and did not give a correct 
record. So Jesus was not used at that 
place. I read of another baptizing in the 
Acts of the Apostles, 8th chapter wnere 
Philip baptized a eunuch and no formula 
was used, if so, the scriptures failed to 
give a record of it. 

Some will say that Paul said in Col. 
3:17, “Whatsoever you do in word or 
deed, do all in the name of the Lord Je- 
sus.” That is true, No man can come unt- 
to the Father but by the Son and faitn 
in Him as the MEDIATOR. The reason 
the apostles so stressed the Lord Jesus 
to the people in their day was because 
they already believed in God but did not 
believe that Jesus was the Son of God 
as Jesus said in St. John 14:1, to His 
disciples, “Let not your hearts be trou- 
bled, ye believe in GOD, BELIEVE ALSO 
IN ME” (Jesus). Note that Jesus said, 
“Believe ALSO IN ME.” What is the In- 
ference? The inference is they already 
believed in God and He wanted them to 
believe ALSO in Him. We must accept 
God the Father and Jesus the Christ am 
the Holy Ghost. No man can say Jesus 
is the Lord but by the Holy Ghost. 1 Cor. 
12:2. As far as the name is concerned 
we can use the name of the Holy Ghost 
and yet be wrong, for we read in Matt. 
24:4, 5, “And Jesus answered and said 
unto them, Take heed that no man Ge- 
ceive you, for many shall come in MY 
NAME, saying, I am Christ, and shall 
deceive many.” 

We find also in Acts 19:13-16 where 
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some vagabond Jews, exorcists, under- 
took to cast out some evil spirits in tne 
NAME OF THE LORD JESUS and in re- 
ply they said, “Paul we know and Jesus 
we know, but who are ye?” And the evil 
spirits overcame them. It is not the name 
that does the work but to be a child of 
God and faith in the name. It is an evi- 
dent fact that there are three members 
in the Godhead and each one has done 
His part, and is doing His part in the re 
demption of man. When Jesus had come 
to the end of all His ministry and worx 
He came to the conclusion and said, “Go 
ye (a commandment) therefore, ana 
teach all nations (Jews and Gentiles), 
baptizing them in the name of the Fa- 
THER, and (conjunction) of the SON, 
and of the Holy Ghost.” So if we just use 
the name of the Lord Jesus we fail io 
recognize the other two members, and 
let us read a sacred scripture in 1st Jno. 
2:22, “Who is a liar, but he that denietn 
that Jesus is the Christ? He is an anti- 
christ that denieth the Father, and (con- 
junction) the Son (Jesus).” But if we 
say Father, Son and Holy Ghost we 
recognize the three as Jesus commanded 
Rev. 22:14, “BleSsed are they that ao 
his commandments, that they may have 
right to the tree of life and may enter 
in through the gates into the city,” anu 
each is due this honor for each one has 
done and is doing His part in the plan 
of salvation, so all three are concerned.

LANGUAGES WITHOUT THE BIBLE 

The latest translation from the press 
of the American Bible Society is the Gos- 
pel of Mark in Atche, a dialect used by 
one of the tribes on the Ivory Coast of 
French West Africa. Of the 500 or more 
languages and dialects spoken in Africa, 
only about 275 have been _ publishea, 
while a large percentage of the remarn- 
ing tongues have not yet been reduced 
to writing. 

In India there are 179 languages and 
hundreds of dialects. The Scriptures are 
printed in all of the languages. 

Millions of Indians in South America 
are without the Scriptures in their lan- 
guages, the New Testament having been 
published in but three of the Indian 
tongues of that country.—The Alliance 
Weekly. 
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UNKNOWN RICHES 

Several years ago an old man living iin 
New Jersey discovered about $5,000 in a 
family Bible. The bank notes were scat- 
tered throughout the Book. In 1874 tne 
aunt of this man had died, and one clause 
of her will was as follows: 

“To my beloved nephew, Steven 
Marsh, I will and bequeath my family 
Bible, and all it contains, with the resi- 
due of my estate after my funeral ex- 
penses and just and lawful debts are paid.” 

The estate amounted to a few hundred 
doLars, which were soon spent, and for 
about thirty-five years his chief support 
had been a smail pension from the Gov- 
ernment. He lived in poverty, and all the 
time within reach there was the precious 
Bible containing thousands of dollars, 
sufficient for ail his wants. He passed 
the Bible by. His eyes rested on it, per- 
haps his hands handled the old leather- 
bound Bible, with its brass clasps, but he 
did not open it once. At last, while pacx- 
ing his trunk, to move to his son, where 
he intended to spend his few remaining 
years, he discovered the unknown riches 
which were in his possession. What 
thoughts of regret must have come to his 
mind. If he only had opened that Bible 
years ago, he then might have used the 
money to great advantage. Instead of it 
the treasure lay idle for thirty-five years. 
And he might have had it and enjoyed 
it all that time. 

This is a sad story. But there is some- 
thing infinitely sadder than the experl- 
ence of this man. It is the neglect of the 
Bible by God’s people Our God has given 
to His people a costly treasure in His 
own Word. In this Book of books the 
riches of the wisdom and knowledge, the 
love and grace of God are made known. 
All the child of God needs spiritually 
is to be found on its pages; all wants 
are there supplied. And yet these riches, 
put at our disposal by a loving Father, 
are unknown and unused riches. Insteau 
of being enjoyed, used, and in using 
them multiplied, they are neglected. 

Many of God’s people are dragging 
along in a_ spiritually impoverishec 
state, when they might have all therr 
need supplied and constantly increased 
in the knowledge of God. Occasionally we 
receive letters from aged Christians, 1n- 
cluding preachers. They tell us how they 
deplore the fact that they did not know 
certain truths thirty or forty years ago. 
“How different my Christian life and ex- 
perience as well as my service might 
have been,” is what an old Christian 
wrote to us recently. And all this time 
these riches were in the Bible, they might 
have enjoyed them. Oh, the neglected 
Bible! May we arise and possess our pos- 
session.—The British Evangelist.

SINCERITY 


Dear Evangel readers, I count it a 
privilege to have the opportunity of ex- 
pressing my appreciation for the B. T. S. 
I am glad to be here and enjoy the good 
blessings of the Lord. There is so much 
that could be said in regard to the 
school, but I’ll not take time to dwell on 
this so much but will say that the Lord 
is with us here and we’re enjoying the 
good blessings of the Lord from day to 
day as we gather in the schoolroom. 

Since being asked to write an article 
for the Echoes in the Evangel, I’ve won- 
dered what subject would be appropriate, 
and after praying and meditating the 
word “sincerity” came to my mind, so by 
the help of the Lord I’ll try to bring a 
few thoughts on this subject. 

I’ve chosen for my text Phil. 1:10, the 
latter clause, “That ye may be sincere 
and without offence till the day of Jesus 
Christ.” 

First we'll notice the meaning of the 
word “sincerity.” It is not assuming or 
pretending but being in reality what one 
professes to be; single heartedness; 
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straight forwardness; frankness. It may 
be well said, that a man is sincere when 
there is a proper correspondence between 
his inward sentiments or convictions and 
his outward words and actions. 

There are three elements of sincerity, 
which are simplicity, honesty, and genu- 
ineness. Simplicity means not mixed with 
deceit. To be sincere one must be honest 
in his intentions, actions, and profession, 
and opposed to hypocrisy. Genuineness 
means reality, not put on or pretense. 

Sincerity applied to the character 
brings clearness or transparency. To tn? 
life it brings pure governing motives. 
Nothing will be covered up in a sincer> 
heart, neither will a sincere hcart p> - 
tend or put on an outward form or p- - 
tense. It is very harmful to any one ty» 
be suspected of craft as such is guardea 
against and often shunned. In a Chris- 
tian profession sincerity brings a corre- 
spondence with the heart and life of men. 

We might notice some real examples 
of sincerity: In the life of Jesus, 1 Peter 
2:22; in the ministers of the gospel—in 
their behavior, 2 Cor. 1:12, spirit, John 
1:47, doctrine, Titus 2:7, and in their use 
of the Word, 2 Cor. 4:2; in the people 
of God—their love, Rom. 12:9 and 1 Jno. 
3:18, their belief and confession of faults 
to one another. 

Sincerity is the necessary soil for 
Christian experience, but is not a sub- 
stitute for faith. It will not sanctify er- 
roneous beliefs but is safe when coupleu 
with truths, while it is very dangerous 
when joined with error. So one needs tu 
bo careful in interpreting scr’pture ana 
get the right conception of the Word. Ii 
is very expedient for one to be sincere 
in riligion and even in their social life 
and business affairs. To get anywhere 
wiih God we must be sincere. No matter 
what our cho ce in life might be, if we 
are not sincere we'll never make a surc- 
cess. We necd to pray much and be very 
s'neere in our Christian experience if we 
exp ct to make a success in life.

From the Apostle Paul in Gal. 2:2, we 
have a striking illustration of the great 
apostle “taking invoice.” He wanted iv 
know how he was “running his business.” 
“Lest I should run, or had run in vain.” 
What a wonderful thought, what great 
care here! He did not mean to lose. His 
manner of doing things must have but 
one accomplishment, one end, Christ. 
“The things that were gain to me those 
I counted loss for Christ.” Here read 
Phil. 3:7-14, then turn to 1 Cor. 9:26 
where he says, I am running, “not as 
uncertainty,” he must know. He was 
fighting, he acknowledges it, “So fight 
I.” But not simply to be fighting as the 
Greek boxers that would go out and beat 
the air. From his own lips we have the 
statement, “Not as one that beateth the 
air.” He was directing his stroke at the 
very goal. “I press toward the mark for 
the prize of the high calling of God in 
Christ Jesus.” Did he win? Hear him last- 
ly: “I am now ready to be offered, I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith: Hencefortn 
there is laid up for me a crown of right- 
eousness, which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, shall give me at that day: and not 
to me only, but unto all them also that 
love his appearing.” 2 Tim. 4:7-8. He did 
not start building and let an_ unfin- 
ished building mock him. 

WHAT? 

What has your last year’s work been? 
Are there laying about you broken reso- 
lutions, promises, shipwrecks, flounder- 
ed vessels because you have failed Goa? 
Did you let Satan cause you to resign 
under fire because you would not let 
God lead and use you? 

NEW RESOLUTIONS 

It is not enough to make resolutions ai 
New Year. God demands a walk of fai*” 
and holiness before Him in love. Keep 
daily at it. There is no time to slow up, 
no time to wait. Charge the enemy. Starr 
a revival in your own home. Erect that 
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torn down family altar. Call your wife 
and children around you and ask therr 
forgiveness for your unfaithfulness  be- 
fore God and them. Start the New Year 
right and then keep at it. 

REDEEMING THE TIME 

Now our text. There is a reason why 
the apostle commands us to “redeem tne 
time,” and it is this: “The days are evil.” 
Evil must be overcome with good. There- 
fore, as you have opportunity, “do good 
to all men,” love the brotherhood, be 
courteous, be merciful, extend pity and 
unload your criticism, soften up and God 
will use you. Redeeming the time comes 
from the Greek word “exagoradzomenoi,” 
meaning to redeem or to buy out of ttie 
market. 

How do you buy out of the market? 
I know, and you will admit it, you are 
looking for the bargains and if you know 
your business you refuse to be cheated, 
you will not buy except you get your 
money back in honest value. You will 
spend a half day trying to save a little 
money, looking for “bargains.” All aroun4 
your church, dear pastor, were many bar- 
gains; there was that man lying sick 
waiting for you to visit him and have 
prayer, waiting at the same _ time for 
your encouragement. Others were un- 
saved; they were rare bargains, many of 
them, waiting for you to speak to them 
about their soul. Then there was your 
next door neighbor that never attends 
church, “a bargain,” but still you never 
invited him to share in your’ worship. 
Redeeming the time demands that we 
take advantage of the opportunities that. 
present themselves. There are always 
some of God’s faithful children who are 
watching to “buy up the opportunities” 
that Christ presents them with. 

One rare bargain that has laid for a 
whole year in plain view of every pas- 
tor, every evangelist, every church mem- 
ber was the mission box. The mission 
fields are ripe and the harvest is white 
already. The cycle will certainly reap a 
whitened harvest. Mark 4:29. Rev. 14:15- 
19. But if there are lost ones that could 
have been jsaved, by a proper effort of 
the harvesters whom God has called to 
“work in His vineyard,”- someone will! 
certainly give “account ‘unto God” for 
having refused to “redeem the time.”
